WHEN THE LAST snows melt and 


the grass in the yard takes on a green 
look, then the men really begin to 
classify themselves.

A handful, shamed by their 
neighbors' reckless display of energy, 
may make a few gentle passes at the 
lawn. The odd thing is that, come 
midsummer and searing drought, even 
an expert eye is hard put to tell the 
eager handiwork of the early boys from 
the casual stabs of the lawn-chair fra- 
ternity. The sun is the old equalizer. 


Dangerous 'Help* 


THE INDONESIAN 
government, 


which has done a pretty poor job of 
governing and is now fighting a civil 
Avar to prove it, has decided to buy 
some jet fighters and bombers from 
_thr_cc_£uropean .Communist nations. 
This comes under the heading of 
compounding error. The Asiatic peo- 
ples are so emotional on the subject 
of colonialism that they seldom manage 
to measure the peril from communism.

Beat or not beat, 
literature takes a beating in their pid- 
dling and pretentious stuff. They have 
little imagination, and a literal minded- 
ness that is masked for careless read- 
ers by imagery which quickly ROCS flat. 
Most of the San Francisco writers' stuff 
is plodding and doltish. The late Max- 
well Bodcnhcim, a minor New York 
poet, was worth the whole kaboodlc of 
them except for their 52-year-old men- 
tor, a poet named Kenneth Rexroth.

WASHINGTON — Conservation 


of America's natural resources of 
timber, soil, water, and wildlife 
for the use of future generations 
lias become an accepted goal of 
public policy during the past 50 
years, thanks largely to the con- 
tinuing efforts of a large group 
of dedicated men and women 
working through organized con- 
servation groups. 


Yet these dedicated Americans, 


serving as a selfless "watchdog" 
force to guard our resources, arb 
perhaps more aware than most 
of the public of the national neg- 
lect in properly implementing our 
conservation objectives in recent 
years. 


Few developments have caused 


them more distress than the fact 
that since the closing days of the 
Civilian Conservation Corps at 
the beginning of World War II. it 
has been virtually impossible for 
the Feder.il and stale conserva- 
tion agencies to keep pace with 
work that needs to be done in 
management and development of 
our natural resources. 


hearts and muscle, led intelligent- 
ly, can do to improve the natural 
blessings of our nation. 


Conservationists point out that 


for a decade and a half, during 
and in the aftermath of the war, 
the improvement and develop- 
ment programs of the conserva- 
tion agencies have been put 
largely on a maintenance basis. 
And yet, they point out, our popu- 
lation continues to grow by leaps 
and bounds. 


They found that conservation- 


ists in government, in such agen-. 
cics as the U. S. Forest Service, 
the Soil Conservation Service, 
the National Park Service, and 
the Bureau of Land Management, 
have a backlog of undertakings 
ready to move ahead at a mo-

INVESTMENT of $11 billion

Twice as many cattle could 
be grazed on the Western range- 
lands at the end of such a pro- 
gram. 


Other returns not measurable 


in dollars and cents can only be

WASHINGTON - <NEA) -A 


warning to wait till April business 
figures arc in — about mid-May 
— before doing anything rash 
about tax cuts or other crash re- 
covery programs has come from 
the 
progressive businessmen's 


Committee for Economic Devel- 
opment. 


Head of CED's committees on 


program, research and policy, 
making this recommendation, is 
Frazar B. Wilde, president of 
Connecticut General Life Insur- 
ance Co. He cautions against 
panic action. 
• . 


Mr. Wilde admits that opin- 


ion among businessmen varies 
from a belief that recovery has 
already set in to a theory that the 
country is in for a three-year 
downswing. 


He admits that CED has no 


crystal ball. He adds that he 
doesn't Ihink anyone else has, 
either. 


In developing its own program 


recommendations, the CED group 
worked on the assumption that

WASHINGTON—It's not for me 


to condemn or to condone Lana 
Turner.
